PriVHe  wafa^vTin  the  first  regiment  of  the  line,  during  part  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,  under  Col.  G.  Van  Schaick.  (See  copy  of  letter  from 
Record  and  Pension  Office,  Washington,  D.C), 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  Revolutionary  War  he  became  a  Loyalist 
and  fled  from  the  Mohawk  Valley  to  Canada,  leaving  behind  land  and 
other  property.  About  1840  his  sons,  John  and  William,  visited  the  Mo- 
hawk Valley  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  property  left  behind  by  the 
father  upon  his  removal  to  Canada,  but,  of  course,  they  were  unsuccessful. 
His  grandchildren  remember  well  the  stories  related  time  and  again  by 
his  wife  how,  on  leaving  New  York  State,  they  went  to  Niagara,  crossed  over 
to  what  was  then  known  as  Little  York,  now  the  City  of  Toronto.  From 
there  they  went  in  batteaux,  a  sort  of  row  boat  used  then,  to  Kingston,  at 
the  Port  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  ,and  from  there  went  to  the  Isle  of  Tantie, 
as  at  that  time  called,  but  now  known  as  Amherst  Island.  Here  they  made 
their  permanent  home  and  are  buried  on  their  own  farm.  ^ 

In  a  book  entitled  "The  Centennial  of  the  Settlement  of  Upper  Canaaa 
by  the  United  Empire  Loyalists,  1784-1884,"  published  by  the  Centennial 
Committee,  and  printed,  1885,  by  Rose  Publishing  Co.,  Toronto,  is  a  copy 
of  the  original  "Old  United  Empire  List,"  preserved  in  the  Crown  Laiii 
Department  at  Toronto,  which  states  that  "Barnabas  Wemp  (Wimpel), 
residence  Kingston,  soldier  in  Col.  Guy  Johnson's  Forres ter s  (Owen  Rob- 
bin's  affidavit,  1807).  Land  Board  of  Mecklenburg,  1791,  G.H.  1785-1UU. 
Provision  List  of  Kingston  says  he  belonged  to  Royal  Regiment  of  New 
York  in  1786.     (Stamped  Book)."

It  will  be  noticed  by  referring  to  the  letter  from  Record  and  Pensfon 
Office  that  he  was  called  "Wemp"  on  all  the  rolls  of  Col.  Van  Schaick's 
regiment  in  the  Revolution,  showing  that  he  was  so  called  during  his  residence 
in  New  York  State.  This  short  form  of  the  name  he  retained  on  removing 
to  Canada,  and  was  known  by  that  only,  which  name  has  been  retained  by  all 
his  descendants  to  the  present  day.  The  fact  that  his  correct  name  "was 
"Wemple"  is  shown  by  the  insertion  in  parenthesis  of  the  English  form' 
"Wimpel,"  after  the  name  "Wemp"  in  the  old  United  Empire  List.  Further 
proof  of  this  is  also  contained  in  the  "Register  of  Baptisms  for  the  Township 
of  Fredericksburg"  in  the  baptismal  record  of  one  of  his  children,  as  follows- 
"Mary,  daughter  of  Barnabas  and  Katreen  Wemple,  of  Marysburgh,  June  2. 
1791.  This  record  has  the  name  written  in  the  true  form  of  ''Wemple."  The 
other  baptismal  records  of  their  other  children  have  it  written  "Wemp." 

The  name  Barnabas  is  merely  the  English  form  of  the  Holland  Dutch 
given-name  Barent  and  was  no.  doubt  more  familiar  to  those  living  in 
Canada. 

He  was  married,  December  11th,  1779,  to  Catherine  Gates,  who  died 
August  27th,  1843.  Her  father's  name  was  probably  Michael  Gates  but  th's 
has  not  yet  been  verified.  They  both  died  in  the  same  year,  as  the  following 
records,  found  by  Rev.  Jas.  Cumberland,  Stella,  Out.,  in  the  old  Register 
of  the  Anglican  Church,  there,  will  show.  "Catherine  Wemp.  U  E  Loyalist 
ciate  of  interment,  August  29th,  1843;  Barnabas  Wemp,  U.  E.  Loyalist  date 
of  interment,  December  27th,  1843;  Both  at  McDonald's.  Mr.  Cumberland 
says  this  is  the  little  plot  where  the  son-in-law,  McDonald,  had  buried  one 
or  two  of  his  family,  where  the  Cairn  with  Cross  now  stands.  He  says  he 
thinks  her  designation  as  U.  E.  Loyalist"  is  presumptive  evidence  that  sne 
came  with  him  to  Canada  from  the  States.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  20th  fast,  received  this  morning  in  which 
you  request  to  be  furnished  with  a  statement  of  the  record  of  Revolutionary 
service,  and  a  tracing  of  the  signature,  of  Barent  Wemple,  a  private  of 
Colonel  Wyncoop's  Regiment,  also  similar  information  relative  to  Barent 
Wemp,  a  private  of  Colonel  Van  Scha.ck's  Regiment,  I  beg  to  advise  you  as 
follows: 

The  records  on  fyle  in  this  office  show  that  Barnet  Wemple  was  a  member 
(rank  not  stated)  of  Captain  Gerrit  S.  Veeder's  Company  "in  the  Regiment 
of  forces  of  the  United  Colonies  raised  in  and  for  the  defence  of  the  Colony 
of  New  York,"  which  was  commanded  by  Colonel  Cornelius  D  Wyncoop 
Revolutionary  War.  The  name  of  the  soldier  appears  only  on  a  company 
muster  roll  covering  the  period  from  March  'st  to  May  23rd  1776  which 
shows  that  he  enlisted  April  11th,  1776,  but  affords  no  further  information 
with  regard  to  him.  No  document  bearing  his  signature  has  been  found  on 
fyle. 

The  name  of  Barent  Wemp  (?)  (also  spelled  Wemple)  appears  as  that 
of  a  private  in  Captain  John  Copp's  Company  of  the  1st  Battalion  of  New 
\ork  Forces,  commanded  by  Colonel  Goose  Van  Schaick,  Revolutionary 
War.  His  name  first  appears  on  a  Company  Muster  Roll  covering  the  period 
from  Nov.  21st,  1776  to  June  5th,  1777,  which  shows  that  he  enlisted  Dec 
28th  (year  not  stated)  for  the  period  of  the  war.  He  is  reported  without 
remark,  on  rolls  of  the  Company  up  to  and  including  the  roll  for  the  month 
of  May,  1778.  The  roll  for  June,  1778,  reports  him  "absent  without  leave 
and  supposed  to  be  sick,"  and  the  rolls  covering  the  period  from  July  to 
December,  1778,  report  him  as  "Sick  at  Prince  Town."  Later  rolls  up  to  and 
including  that  for  the  month  of  December,  1779,  report  him  "Sick  at  Tren 
town,  June  28th,  1778."  The  roll  for  January  and  February,  1780,  shows  him 
'Transferred  to  Corps  of  Invalids."  No  further  record  of  him  has  been 
found  nor  has  any  paper  bearing  his  signature  been  found  on  the  fyles  of 
the  office.

Bert  Sterling  Wemp,  former 
Toronto  mayor,  newspaper- 
man and  First  World  War  pi- 
loC  died  yesterday  after  a 
bout  of  emphysema.  He  was 
86. 

Major  Wemp  was  the  first 
Canadian  airman  to  receive 
the  Distinguished  Flying 
Cross.  France  gave  him  the 
Croix  de  Guerre  and  Belgium  f 
the.  Order  of  Leopold  for 
bombing  and  reconnaissance 
flights. 

Born  near  Tweed,  about  20 
miles  north  of  Belleville,  Ma- 
jor. Wemp  was  educated  in 
Toronto  and  started  at  the 
Evening  Telegram  as  a  copy 
boy  when  he  was  16.  Later  in 
a  59-year  career  with  the  pa- 
per he  became  reporter,  city 
editor,  suburban  editor  and 
chief  of  a  joint  bureau  cover- 
ing the  courts  for  The  Tele- 
gram and  the  Toronto  Star. 

When  the  First  World  War 
broke  out,  he  volunteered  as  a 
flier  and  was  overseas  by 
1915. 

After  the  war,  he  served  as 
school  trustee  and  later  con- 
troller. 

'In  1929  The  Telegram, 
which  spoke  for  the  Orange 
Lodge  in  Toronto  and  domi- 
nated the  City  Council,  ran 
him  for  mayor  against  the  in- 
cumbent, Sam  McBride. 

Mr.  McBride  called  him  a 
coward  after  he  ignored  a 
challenge  to  debate.  The  Tele- 
gram retorted  by  running  a 
large  picture  of  Major  Wemp 
with  his  medals  from  the  war 
and  asking  in  an  editorial  if  a 
man  who  had  won  such  med- 
als for  bravery  could  have 
been  a  coward. 

Major  Wemp  won  easily, 
but  dropped  out  after  a  one- 
year  term. 

During  the  Second  World 
War  he  went  to  Europe  sev-

eral  times  for  The  Telegram 
as  a  war  correspondent,  in- 
cluding a  tour  with  the  Allied 
forces  invading  Italy. 

One  of  his  many  bosses 
from  The  Telegram,  which 
went  out  of  business  in  1971, 
described  Major  Wemp  as  an 
exception  to  the  style  of  dra- 
matic writing  that  gave  The 
Telegram  its  flavor. 

He  preferred  stories  told 
with  meticulous  detail,  and  as 
city  and  later  suburban  editor 
he  guided  many  younger  re- 
porters who  later  went  to 
work  for  other  organizations. 

Major  Wemp  had  a  weak 
heart  ever  since  the  First 
World  War.  His  death  follows 
an  attack  of  emphysema  last 
month  which  weakened  him 
and  from  which  he  never  fully 
recovered. 

He  leaves  his  wife  Irene,  a 
son,  William,  and  a  daughter, 
Mary  Skeaff,  all  of  Toronto, 
and  three  grandsons. 
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
